fading to deliver goods, the registered holder shall 
be entitled on the next working day to receive 
from the mill company on demand payment for 
the goods, in exchange of the lorry pass at the 
market rate prevailing on the date of presentation 
of lorry pass to the mill or contract rate whichever 
is higher”.

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AMENDMENTS TO NTSD BYE-LAWS 
“In the said bye-laws : 

(1) At the end of the existing clause (d) of Bye-law 4, 

Chapter 1 of NTSD Contracts Bye-laws, the follo¬ 
wing sentences shall be added. 

1. ’‘However the contracts entered into by the 
members of the association with large consumer 
buyers like Cement Factories, Fertilizer Factories, 
Sugar Mills and their cooperatives, who buy jute 
goods by issue of tenders, need not be registered 
with the association. The particulars of such 
contracts should, however, be submitted to the 
association by the concerned members in the for¬ 
mats and within Ihc time limit prescribed by the 
association./’
